How Somo Trovincos of India "woro 
Sovastatod Two Years Affo,

Tlie recfiillv is.sucd lUnnlun/ Ail luln'n^ 
tratice Report, a few cojiie.s of wliicli 
have reacbod tliis counti v, gives soimp 
curious details rc.s|iectiiig tlio pxtra- 
onlinary phiL^ucMit" I'll.s wliirli tK'va.stat 
ed I'igLt colk'ctor;Ui'.s uf ihc lioinbav 
Pre.siiloucy ill tlic liittrr half of 1879. 
'I'lie particular kind of rut.s wliicli pro 
vf'd iiicsl obiio.xious wcrt' the liidiaii 
joi-bo!i, tlie Indian mole rat, or kok, and 
(he motiado. Tlio lirsl named i.s fawn - 
colored above und whitp below, aud, in- 
cluding the tail, i.s often fifteen inches 
loiii,'. It liurrows uiuIori,'rouiid, i.s 
MTV [iroliru', liiit docs not customarily 
hoard food ; while the kok, on the other 
hand, accumulates large iiuantities of 
grain. The nii-'ttadc is really a species 
of mouse : but it is a very large iuou.se, 
sonietiuu's nine or ten itiehos long. It 
is said to live exclii.^i\ I'ly in <'ulti\atod 
helds, within the dee|i li -,.iu res found in 
till- lilack soil during the liot niuiitha. 
This I'al climbs the stalks iif tin' ei'ojis 
iind gnaws utl' the heads generally a few 
day.s before they ripen. Ureal numbers 
(if till! rat.s inhabiting tlio black soil an? 
saiti to be Icilled c\ ery year by the 
first heavy rain cjf tin; inniisoon, Thu 
lilaek .soil swells when the drenching 
rain falls on it , and tin: broad, ilnep 
cracks found in the hot .season, closing, 
.sullbcute the rats caught within theiiL 
It was in November, b'^TS, in the dis 
trict of Sholopore, thai the rats first be 
iran to attract notice ; but it was not. 
till .1 une and J uly of the following year j 
that they became an actual plague, j 
tJiaiii was scratched up ;ind eaten as 
soon as sown, cut ton jilanls went de 
stroyed, and the cultivating cla.sse.s, j 
tlepressed by the droutlm and scurcity j 
of previous years, were driven to a! 
state little short of desperation. lu[ 
July, 1879, the (iovenmieiiL adopted 
energetic measures foi- tlie destruction | 
of the vermin. \ rev.ard of one rupee ! 
was oll'ered for] every hundred killed, 
anil the district ollicers were rousetl to ! 
do their utmost towards exterminating | 
the animals. Tt was reipiired that tin- 
rats killed should be produced at the 
(ioveriiiiient treasuries, where the tails 
were cut oU and the bodies returiit'd to 
the claimants, wdio usually carricil them 
homo for foocl. As long as the iilague 
was at its height this system of rewards 
remained ill force. In .all, over sixteen 
njillioii rats were killed ; and by .March, 
18S0, thev were reduced to tolerable 
numbers. As regarils the origin of the 
])Iague, no .altngetlicr .satisfactury e.x- 
planation has been allbrded. l''roin the 
fact of their appearing in greatest num- 
bers in the famiiie-striekeu districts, it 
has been conjectured that the large 
amount of land Iving untilled, owing 
to the death or absence of the octuijaiita, 
served as favorable and uniiiolestetl 
breeding-grounds fur the vermin ; tliat, 
bv the absence of heavy rain, the sull- 
ocationof nunilicrs by the monsoon 
rains did not take ]ilace ; and that tin- 
exhaustion of the usual undei'ground 
stores of grain, which no tloubt oi diiiai i 
ly feed such vermin, didve unusual 
numlicrs to tlir surface. 

The plai:ue, lniwe\(;r it aroM'. was 
fosteieii \i\ the reliL.'10US prejudii.'es 
and apathy of the peasants. The cul 
tivators, as a body, did little : but 
some tribes did take to rat catching 
and rendered gooti service. N'^arious 
means were lestored to. Phosphorus 
]iaste balls, fumigation, asphyxiator, 
sulphur K(iuiljs were ;dl tried, hut with 
only partial success. l'igt;ing up the 
burrows, though tedious, was fuuinl 
after all to be the btitler method. .A 
clumsy, characteristic attempt was 
made in one colloctorale to obtain re 
wards a.second time fortliesame r.ats bv 
faiitcning the amputated tails on with 
liabul thorns: and in the same district 
it was disi'(j\'ereil that rals^were being 
imported at twelve anmiH the hundreil 
from the territory of the Nizam, with a 
view of making four annas, or six])ence, 
oil every hundred by the transncti(jn 
Energetic as the (lovernmenl nieasiireh 
were, it is not supposed thai the cessa 
tion of the plague was due to the ntiin 
ber of rats killed for the sake of reward. 
The heavy rain that fell later in the 
•season and the f rosts and cold which set 
in before the close of tlie year are br-- 
lioved to have done much more in the 
wav of extermin.alion.

"That's a thundering price for iieans,"

"That's the price," said the proprie 
tor. 

The train was Just starting; Tom 
[)aid the bill, and the coaches bore him 
and his indignation on toward Detroit. 

This was on .Saturday. t)n .Moiulav 
( iilmore, the eating house man, received 
a telegram, collect on delivery $I:L*5, 
which he paid, and reail on opening, 
"A thundering price for beans." 

Thirty ilays from that date a neat ex 
press package was handeil in to (!il 
mure, ( '. ( ). I )., who paid '.111 cents for 
the privilege of opening it to discover 
a lot of .sawdust, on the top of which 
laya.-,lipof pa|)er with the cabalistic 
svnihols : ".\ thundering price for 
lii'ans ! ' 

Two months from this llilmore was 
summoned to Chicago to meet a former 
business jiartner, and the hotel clerk 
haiulwl him a letter conveving the 
plea.sant information: "A thundering 
jiriee for beans (" 

Duriiij; tiihiore's absence his son 
paitl for two telegrams and one i-\ press 
package, all bearing directly im the 
subject of Tfi cents being "a thundi'ring 
price for beans :" I 'ost of these arli - 
i les, .^;i:.'<0. A genuine telegram from 
(liliuore's luiniiig share broker advising 
him to .sell was refu.sed, and the lo.ss of 
it entailed an actual damage to ( lilmore 
of $l,r)OU. 

-A year rolled away, (.liliuorn order 
ed a c;ise of iMackiuac trout fr(Uii 1 )e 
troit. Tliey came C. ( ). L)., .-y-Ki.S'J; 
when opened he found every lisli had 
been removed from the ice and sawdust 
and shingles mot his eyes, marked with 
a blue lead |)cncil: "A thundering price 
lur Iieans !" Trouble arose between 
( ;ilm(ire and the Detroit fiali hmisi.', and 
they went to law. (Jilinoro winning 
the suit, §2;") damages, and all at a 
cost for the attorney's services of 

(iihnoro grow dejected. Life looked 
gloomy. Letters poured in on everv 
fme of his family at regular intervals 
from all jjarts of the world, bearing the 
unplea.sant information llnit it was a 
"thundering ])rico for beans I" 1 
At last Uilmore sold the Marshal i 
eating-house and removed to Ul ilcago. 
He carried his deep alHictioit along with 
him, gnawing like a cancer at his vitals. 
I The persecution never ceased, (lilniorc 
! ilruoped, F;ided and finally died. The 
terribly alllictcd family followed him 
to his last resting place, and the widow, 
with what little money .she hud saved 
from the e.xjiro.HS packages, erected a 
marble .-^hib to the iiiemorv of the tor- 
tured (liliiiore. 

The following .Sabh.atb the mourning 
family went out to the eemeti'rv to 
plant some violets on (lilmore's l'I'hvi'. 
.-\rriving on tin' grouml, they observe^l 
in silent horror that another legend 
ajijieared above the name of (lilmore, 
on the tomb:itoiie It was chalked on a

In going away with McDougall the 
woman took with her all the money 
she could lay her hand.s on. Mrs. 
McCashan wrote to her deserted hus- 
Imnd, telling him to take care of the 
elevcn-year old daughter .she had left 
behind. 

Montreal, July 13.— The iSIontreal 
Board of Trade have protested against 
tho telegraph amalgamation, and this 
afternoon a notice was served on tho 
directors of the jNlontrcal Telegraph 
Company, stating that an application 
would be made on Friday for an in- 
junction to restrain the shareholders 
from ratifying the provisional agree 
ment|entered into with tho Western 
l.'nion Comjiany.

Two English missionaries have cr(jss- 
ed China from lUianio in r.urmah to 
Hankow on the Vangtse Kiang, aeeoin 
panying the Truda caravan which wa.s 
only once molested by the brigands i»f 
Yunan mountain.s. 

General Tso Tsung Tang of K'asligar 
and Hi Repute has visited Li Kung 
Chang at Tientsin itnd insiiected the 
fortification.s. The two rivals are now 
.said to be on friendly terms. 

Tho telcgrnjih line connecting Tient- 
sin and Shanghai i.s being proceeded 
with. 

The riots whieh occurred in the 
southern provinces hist iiicintli have 
been quelled and the leaders arrested. 
One Sakura i.aiuurai, of Akila, had 
put himself at the head of about si.xty 
youths, armed with Hwords, and sup- 
ported his band by forced contributions 
from the pca.santry. He also estab- 
lished a paper currency and devised 
Bchemes for a model government with 
representative institutions. At length 
a strong force of police was sent against 
the reforuier.s, who were besieged ou a 
hill. Several were shot and many ar 
rested.

The thunder peals sei ni- 
ed to me like the voice of an ine.Noiahle 
Fate ; the tortures of that doomed ma.ss 
of human beings were made' so distinct, 
tirst bv tho llames of the alcohol and 
afterwards by the flashes of lightning, 
that my soul sickened. I managed to 
clamber up the sides of the ravine ainl

The accident occurred (ifdcn mih-s 
from Cuautia, in adreaiy pla^ e fur 
from any human habitation, and as the 
storm had prostrated the, telegraph 
wires there were no means of commu- 
nication with the city or any other 
town, therefore the victims remained 
several hours without aid. Sti'aiigi'iy 
enough, the engineer of llie lii-st, luni- 
motive and the lieutenaiit-colonrl, who 
were the first to plunge into the ravine, 
are both saved, and neither is seriously

It was jiasi lime o cloi-k on Satunlay 
niorniiu; when, haiiiig iiart.ikeii of an ex. ' 
cellent breakfast prepared by the famous 
cookLc Brunn, we went forth to see the- 
town. It must be acknowlodged that tho 
Koyal City is not densely populated ; nui- I 
ihor is it very busy. There are no drays, I 
no carriages awailiin; hire on the streotH, j 
no family jihaetons dashing by , or grocers i 
or butchers' carts rattling from door to 
door. People do not jostle each other on | 
the walks. !5tisine.s3 is undeniably dull 
.ind the calm and ipiiet of a Victoria Sab 
bath rests iipmi and abides with all tliiiv.is. 
.\s wo continue 'iiir walk the iieoiili.ir ! 
charm and beauty of the nty .site is ;<■- ; 
voided. The town rises on a gentle grassy j 
slope from the riverside. This slope is i 
dotted with the handsome villas of well- 
to-do citizens and the business houses of 
substantial merchants. Orateful shade 
trees line the streets, and well-kept gar- 
detis, fragrant with sweet-.smoUing Mowers 
and carefuUy-trimnied shrubbery, abound 
mi every side.
